Under the wise, gentle, but firm guidance of Mrs. Deni- 
son, the General Federation, during the past two vears, has 
made rapid strides in the various departments of its use- 
fulness and having passed through the trying period of 
crystalization into more perfect organization it is now bet- 
ter equipped for bending its energies towards using its in- 
fluence and strength in behalf of the many altruistic endeav- 
ors that stretch out before it in the future. In its new 
President, Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker, the Federation has 
secured as its executive head a woman of force, indomitable 
energy and uprightness of character, and the future of 
~ the club movement promises to be as productive of good in- 


fluences and usefulness in the future as it has been in the 
past. 


HE clubwomen of South Carolina will assemble this 
month in Newberry for their Seventh State Conven- 

tion. With the prospect of the largest representation 

of clubs ever convened in this State, the meeting promises 


to be fruitful of good results for the club work of South 
Carolina. 


Several amendments to the Constitution will be up for 
discussion and the election of officers will receive some 
consideration, as this vear several of the present incumbents 
of office are ineligible for re-election according to the limit 
of term of office by the Constitution. The recent Biennial 
at St Louis will be fresh in the minds of many of the at- 
tending delegates and the inspiration brought back from 
such a gathering must make its impress on the entire con- 
vention. Altogether the meeting promises to be the most 
brilliant in the annals of club life in South Carolina.

woman assumes many grave and serious responsibilities 
when she casts her individual ballot. Just what the in- 
dividual clubwoman is, such will be the value of her Club or 
Federation. , Let each woman in assuming the responsibil- 
ity of selecting guides and leaders for her association bear 
in mind the fact that she should consider the duties of an 


office before she settles upon a person for that office, striv- 
ing always tq select the woman best fitted for those duties, 


irrespective of personal preferences or inherited friendships. 
It is not always the quickest witted and most interesting 
conversationalist that proves the most efficient officer; 
powers of concentration, application, the judicial mind and 
a normal, unbiased judgment are the qualities which make 
up nine- -tenths of the possibilities for a successful admin- 
istration. Therefore a thoughtful vote is worth a great 
deal to an association: a poorly considered one is a possi- 
bility for great harm. It is not the mere writing a 
woman’s name on a piece of paper that counts as a ballot, 
behind that physical act is the moral force of your personal 
endorsement of that person as the best suited tor the 
obligations, duties and responsibilities of that office. The 
conscientious woman should feel this responsibility and in 
making her choice of candidates she will always set aside 
her personal preferences, and be actuated by a sense of 
loyalty to her association which will demand for it the 
best possible material for its corps of officers.

THE SEVENTH BIENNIAL CONVENTION OF THE GENERAL FED- 
ERATION OF WOMEN’S CLUBS. 
St. Louis, Mo., May 17th-25th, 1904. 

HE Seventh Biennial has come and gone, leaving behind 
it an influence that will be far reaching for years to 
come. This Biennial has differed from others in that 

it covered a longer period of time, opening with a Board 
meeting May 16th, Council meeting May 17th, opening 
session afternoon of May 17 and continuing through Wed- 
nesday, May 25th. There were about as many delegates as 
attended the Los Angeles Biennial, over one thousand, 
the largest delegations coming from Illinois, Texas, Col- 
orado and Missouri, but the alternates were greater in 
number than ever before. . The Credential Committee’s re- 
port was not published, type written copies being sub- 
mitted to State Presidents for verification instead. 

The program committee prepared a most elaborate pro- 
gram for the entire sessions, while the Local Biennial 
Board, with the assistance of the local clubs, and private 
individuals, provided extravagant hospitality, while the at- — 
tractions of the Exposition made each day more than full. 


The conferences which were held by the various chairmen 


of committees at specially appointed times for the benefit of 
all interested in any special line of work brought together 


the ablest women in each department and resulted in most 


beneficial discussions. These conferences may be regarded © 
as of inestimable practical value to delegates and mark an 
era in the Federation’s development. Each chairman had 
a regular open session for prepared papers, but the best 
work of each committee was in the Conferences, where the 
discussions were open, suggestive and to the point. 

At the opening session on Tuesday afternoon, when 
Mayor Wells, Mrs. Philip Moore, President Missouri State 
Federation, and Mrs. W. E. Fischel, President Wednesday 
Club, gave addresses of welcome, the Odeon was filled to 
its utmost and Mrs. Denison’s popularity. was marked 
in the evident appreciation of her response to these ad-.

A. Building, all clubwomen had the opportunity of meeting 
the officers and directors of the General Federation, all 
speakers and delegates, for this reception was so arranged 
as to include all local clubwomen as well as delegates and 
visiting clubwomen, thus promoting a social atmosphere be- 
fore the regular business sessions began. 

Tuesday night was the most interesting session of the 
entire program. It was given up to Literature, and Mrs. 
Burdette, after stating the real value of Literature to clubs, 
introduced Mr. Edward Howard Griggs, who spoke in a 
most earnest and inspiring manner on “The Expression and 
Interpretation of Human Life in Literature.” This one 
evening would have stamped the Biennial as successful. 

Wednesday morning Mrs. Denison called the Convention 
to order promptly at 9:30, much to the regret of many 
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tardy delegates, who by their absence lost the fine annual 
report of the President. In this report she covered the work 
of the past two years and offered severai suggestions for 
future work presenting a practical outline of work rather 
than a literary paper on the theoretical side of club life. 
At this session Miss Margaret Evans presented a beautiful 
and touching memorial to Mrs. Geo. W. Kendrick, a former 
Corresponding Secretary. After the other reports from off- 
cers, showing admission of 227 new clubs, 6 State Federa- 
tions, I district federation, 5 city federations, and 96 clubs 
resigned or disbanded since Los Angeles Biennia!, reports 
were made from the Society of American Women, London, 


England; Musaeus School and Orphanage of Ceylon; The . 


Woman’s Club of Ponce, Porto Rico; all of whom had dele- 
gates present. All of the sessions were well attended, but 
the ones which attracted most especial interest were those 
of Education, when Miss Cary Thomas, dean of Bryn 
Mawr College, gave an able address on “Educated Women 
in the 20th Century;’ the Civic Session, when Dr. Thomas 
Darlington delivered a most thoughtful and inspiring lec- 


ture on the value of women in Civics and Sanitation; The 


Library Extension Session, with Mr. Crunden’s talk on 
libraries, and Mr. Zueblin’s spirited presentation of Art 
as an educator. Forestry and Irrigation attracted more 
attention than at former biennials. 

Thursday, the 19th, was given up to the celebration of 
Louisiana Purchase Day, with proper ceremonies in con- 
nection with the presentation of the tablet so much talked 
of. The novel idea of holding a session in the Exposition 
Grounds was exciting, and the largest audience of the 
week gathered in Festival Hall, where, Mrs. Denison’s words 
of welcome were the first to break the maiden silence of 
this beautiful building. President Francis, in his address, 
paid a glowing tribute to the American club woman; then 
followed Prof. Halsey Ives’ informal address of welcome, 
which was intensified by the kind words of greeting from 
Mrs. Berryhill, of Iowa, representing the Louisiana Pur- 
chase States. Mrs. Denison made a brilliant response. Her 
address was a finished literary production, full of spiritual 
thoughts and aspirations. She rose to great heights and 
demonstrated to the best advantage the delicacy and charm 
of her intellectual ability. She was repeatedly cheered and 
altogether this day will stand out as a red letter day for 
club women. In conclusion, Mrs. Denison presented the 
tablet in a few well chosen remarks and Prof. Ives received 
it and in accepting it paid a beautiful tribute to the great 
statesman and brilliant man, Thomas Jefferson, giving him 
credit for his wonderful knowledge of art and architecture 
as manifested in the plans of the University of Virginia 
buildings. The Board of Lady Managers extended an 
invitation to lunch at their building, and it was 
certainly appreciated, as was evinced by the crowd 
present. Fully 2,500 women were present, and it was 
with great difficulty that they were properly served. 
Mrs. Manning, Mrs. Denison, and_ several of the 
lady managers, Miss Eagan, Miss Helen Gould and 
_ others received for several hours after the luncheon. The 
rest of the afternoon was given up to various receptions 
at the State buildings, where the State Federations were at 
home to club women. The following State received: Mis- 
sourl, Texas, Iowa, Louisiana, Kansas, Nebraska, Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan, Ohio. 

Saturday afternoon was another unusual event. The 
Press Session was held in the German Pavillion by special 
permission. Miss Florence Hayward the only woman com- 


missioner at the Exposition, was in charge. At this ses- 
sion Miss Lavinia Egan, Pres. of Louisiana State Federa- 
tion, one of the Board of Lady Managers, and a prominent 
newspaper woman, gave a very able talk on the power of 
the woman reporter or editor; Melvile Stone put in strong 
language the power of women to control yellow journalism 
if they so desire, and Miss Kirschner, a celebrated German 
journalist, gave a fascinating talk on her point of view of 
the American woman. | 
At the conclusion of this session, a large reception was 
held in the dome of this building by the officers of the Gen- 
eral Federation and several of the Lady Managers. Wed- 
nesday night, the last evening—called President night— 
was a grand climax to a brilliant week. The speakers were 
well known in the literary world and Dr. Yamei Kin of 
China, in her native costume, held the audience spellbound, 
as she delivered an elevating address in purest English, ex- 
pressing culture and refinement. 
sions, the principal work was on the amendments to the 
Constitution ; these amendments provoked much discussion 
and ended in the provision of election by individual ballots 
cast between the hours of session. The matter of the elec- 
tions, however, was too prominent a feature in this con- 
vention, and it is a great regret with many that it is so ar- 
ranged that this matter should take up so much time to the 
manifest neglect of more vital issues.

The reports of the State Presidents received unusual at- 
tention and they occupied all of Tuesday afternoon and 
Wednesday morning sessions. The new State Federation 
Presidents were loudly applauded and North Carolina made 
a decided impression. Mrs. Patterson as the clinging little 
woman was most effective and made a charming picture 
when she put her arms around Mrs. Denison and stood in 
this position to finish her report. 

South Carolina, Mississippi, North Carolina and Florida 
were ably represented and made their impress on the body 
of the convention. [rom the Council meeting after the 
Biennial it was decided to hold a council meeting between 
Biennials, the time and place to be decided on by the Board. 

Never have such social functions been tendered the club 
women ; they are too numerous to enumerate. Almost ev- 
ery local organization gave a reception, the Missouri State 
Federation, the Collegiate Alumni the U. D. C., the Colo- 
nial Dames the D. A. R. the King’s Daughters and daily 
formal lunches by. private hostesses to the Board of the 
General Federation and other distinguished guests.

round of social zayeties the ouly criticism being that St. 
Louis was too hospitable anc’ i1e attractions offered were 
so fascinating that many were tempted away from business. 

The deep undertone of the sentiment of this convention 
seems to have been a greater regard and appreciation of wo- 
man in the home and her possibilities while in the home for 
purifying and ennobling life. [he warning cry against the 
undue valuation of the materiil things of life was often 
sounded and a plea for the development of the spiritual in- 
fluences in life was often made. While many problems 
were approached in voluminous pages of resolutions the 
average speaker kept her subject well in hand. Sectional 
lines are rapidly fading away in the General Federation, 
the speakers being from every section of these United 
States, no one State being able to boast of — recogni- 
tion than another. 

Many important theories and ideas were suggested and 
will be carried to every part of this country, where they 
will be carefully weighed and discussed. The women of 
America have gained much in breadth of sympathy by this 
contact with one another and they will return to their re- 
spective homes realizing that the keynote of club life is 
“Harmony,” for in no former convention did the General 
Federation prove more convincingly than in this one that 
it is living up to its own motto, “Unity 1 in Diversity.”

HE State Conventions of the Alabama, Florida and 
1 Mississippi Divisions U. D. C., ocurred during the 
month of May. 

The Alabama meeting, the eighth snensn! convention, met 
at Greensboro, May 11th-12th. The program shows a splen- 
didly working organization with a Literary Session the 
first evening and reports from such committees as Monu- 
ments on Battlefields, State Souvenir Plate, Words for 
Dixie, Extra Date for Crosses, Badge, Motto and Flow- 


er, Children of the Confederacy Chapter Extension. The 


second afternoon was given over to the unveiling of The 
Confederate Monument, under the auspices of the Ladies’ 
Memorial Association. The Literary program was the 
first undertaken by the State and embraced the following 
subjects: “Alabama” a poem by Miss Julia Tutwiler, 
Livingston, sung by a chorus of girls. “The Confederate’s 
Farewell,” a poem by Mrs. Martha S. Gielow, Alabama. 
Paper, “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” by Mrs. J. R. Brown, Troy. 
Music, “The Conquered Banner,” sung by Mr. F. Abbott, 
Marion. “Our Beloved Chieftain At Rest,” a poem by 
Miss Sallie Jones, Camden. Music, march, “The Confed- 
erate Gray,’ rendered by the composer, Mrs. F. S. Wood, 
Pres. Ala. Division U. D. C., Troy, Ala. “His Pay,” a 
poem by Miss Martha Young, Greensboro. Paper, “South- 
ern Womanhood,” by Mrs. Electra Semmes Colston, Mobile. 
Music, “Dixie,” a poem by Mrs. I. M. P- Ockenden, Mont- 
gomery, sung by a chorus of girls. 

The Mississippi convention at Greenwood was the larg- 
est in the history of the Division, there being a hundred 
delegates in attendance. The convention opened with a

Leaders in South Carolina. 
By M. B. P. 


(“The Keystone” presents the following series of articles giving a 
brief outline of the lives of women in South Carolina who have been 
active in promoting various women’s organizations in that State as a 
tribute to those women’s worth as citizens of South Carolina. In this

\ B. G. CLIFFORD, of Union, S. C., the Corre- 


sponding Secretary of the S. C. Division U. D. C., 
was born in Columbia, S. C., in 1846. Her father, 


Jno. N. Scofield, was a native of Dutchess County, N. Y., | 


was of English ancestry, and is a connection of General 
Jno. M. Schofield, of the U.S. Army. Mrs. Clifford takes 
pride in noting that there are 56 Schofields upon the official 
Records of the Provincial Army of New England, while 
the name does not appear upon the pension roll. Mr. 
Scofield moved to Columbia in his early manhood, married | 
Miss Sarah Clastrier of Charleston, S. C., and built the 
“Scofield Car Shops,’’ which were burned by a negro in 
1859, thus destroying an industry which would have been 
of much service to the Confederacy. “The Finishing Shop” 
of this plant, mentioned in S. C. Women in the Confeder- 
acy, was used as a hospital for Confederate soldiers. 

In 1860 the Scofield’s moving to Charlotte, N. C., Miss 
Mary Scofield attended the Female Institute there. In ’63- 
64 she was a pupil at Lincolnton Female Seminary under 
Dr. Lander. She became a Latin enthusiast at this time 
and continued her studies in 1864 under Prof. Rockwell of 
Davidson (N. C.) College, pursuing a course in Ancient 
and Modern languages. At the close of the war she taught 
in North Carolina, Virginia and South Carolina and in 
1873 married Rev. B. G. Clifford, a New Englander by 
birth whose father was living in Salisbury, N. C. 

Dr. Clifford had served in the Confederate army with 
Co. D, 23rd N. C. Regiment. After the war he graduated 
at Hampden-Sydney, Va., and immediately upor his mar- 
riage to Miss Scofield moved to Union, S. C., as a home 
missionary for the Presbyterian church in Union County. 
Mrs. Clifford at once became the principal of the village 
academy for girls and extended much charity in teaching, 


‘sometimes two-thirds of her pupils would be non-paying. 


In 1880 she established Clifford Seminary, a home school 
for girls, and several of her graduates have gone into the 
Foreign Missionary field. She has been a most active 
worker in behalf of the Carnegie Library in Union, canvass- 
ing the town herself personally for money and with a 
petition to ensure its establishment. She is the President 
of the Standard Club of Union, the William Wallace Chap- 
ter, U. D. C., of Union, and in December, 1903, was made 
Corresponding Secretary of the S. C. Division, U. D. C. 
All her work is marked by energy and perseverance and she 
She takes great pride 
in the achievements of her pupils whom she numbers now 
in two generations. 

Her earnestness of purpose and absorption in a work 
once undertaken constitute the secret of her great capacity 


for accomplishing things. 


ISS EULA LEE IZLAR, Treasurer of the South 
\ Carolina Division, United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, was born in Blackville, S. C., the daughter 

of Major Laurie T. Izlar, a well known lawyer of that

retary. Miss Izlar is now serving her fourth term as 
Treasurer of the South Carolina Division, U. D. C., having 
also served on the Text Book Committee of the Division 
for one year. 

She is an earnest and_painsiaking worker, with splendid 


orderly methods, showing by the quality of her work the 


benefits of her college traming. 
Her sweet and amiable nature, courteous and gentle 


manners, and sincere and straightforward character, have 


endeared her to all South Carolina Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, and her systematic attention to minor details of 
the organization has done much to promote the general 
welfare of the Division 


RS. J. H. WHITE, of Johnston, S. C., and Ex-Vice 
President of the South Carolina Division U. D. C., 
was born in Augusta, Ga., of South Carolina pa- 

rents, her father having been for thirty-nine years an engi- 
neer on one railroad and during that time never lost a life 
or crippled a passenger. As \iss Daisy Sale, Mrs. White 
graduated from the Tubman Iligh School of Augusta and 
has since supplemented her education by travel, reading and 
observation. Thirteen years ago she married Mr. Jas. H. 
White, of Johnston, S. C., a man prominent in the com- 
mercial and political circles of his native town. She has 
had three children, twin boys who died in infancy and one 


little girl who is now nine years of age. Being a capable 
housekeeper and good manager, Mrs. White has had spare 
time for outside interests and has been president of the 
Johnston Chapter -U. D. C. since its organization seven 

years ago. She is local president of the Christian Temper- 
ance Workers, Supt. of Band of Hope for seven years, Supt.
